Only a few months ago the French 
1 committed the same 
abuse

trality in forcibly taking somo Ger­ 
mans from a ship flying

ican flag, and the outcome of that 
I case was that the prisoners were re­ 
stored to liberty after the French gov­ 
ernment had properly apologized to 
our authorities 
With England's treatment 
of

German civilians whom she h»s ii. 
terned In England and Canada 
we 
have nothing to do. hut w»* must nat­ 
urally protest against any insult to 
our flag such as is contained in the 
stopping of an American vc el on 
the high seas and aud removing pa 
sen gem therefrom. 
Great Britain hun a number of ansi 
Bary cruisers In active service. Some 
of them are commanded by naval of­ 
ficers, while others are iii command 
of merchant marine office!-: who hold 
rank in the Royal Naval Reserve -in 
other words, volunteer naval officers.

only. 
The second ground is that, having 
announced ourselves at the beginning 
of the w ar as In favor of the arm in g 
of m erch an t ships, we cannot modify 
th at attitu d e w ithout 
becom ing 
th e 
partisan of one group of belligerents 
as against another. 
In other 
words, 
to denounce 
the 
arm ing of m erchant ships would be to 
relinquish 
our 
n eutrality 
and ally 
ourselves 
on 
G erm any’s 
side, 
the 
sam e as we were asked to do by re­ 
fusing to sell amm unition to the a l ­ 
lies because G erm any had no w ay of 
transporting amm unition while the a l­ 
lies had. 
Had there been no subm arine w ar­ 
fare, there probably would

existed the reason for m erchant ships 
arm ing. 
The G erm ans want to treat 
all arm ed m erchant

Athens, (la.. Fob. 25.— One of the 
most interesting: fortune tights in the 
history of the Georgia courts is ex­ 
pected to ensue, when hearing begins 
next Monday at Lexington, 
Ga., 
on 
the appointment 
of 
permanent 
ad­ 
ministrators of the estate of the late 
Colonel “ Jim " Smith, tile millionaire 
Georgia farmer, 
who died 
intestate 
last December. 
Several sets of heirs claim to be 
the nearest of kin. and the family his­ 
tory of the Smiths is being searched 
by the most able lawyers of the state. 
Two former Supremo Court justices, 
also former 
Governor 
Kdmuml 
F. 
Noel of Mississippi, are 
among 
the 
legal talent which will figure in the 
case. 
The biographers of the late Colonel 
Smith state that he was the son of 
one Zadock Smith, 
and the 
Zadoek 
Smith line of descent claims to be 
the next of kin. This claim is contest 
cd by another branch of the Smit!* 
family, in Habersham County. 
They 
allege that the late millionaire 
was 
the son of Bailie Smith, wiio was the 
daughter of diaries Smith, of Haber­ 
sham County, and that the boy was 
adopted by an aunt who later married 
Zadok Smith, who has been known as 
the father of the prosperous planter. 
Therefore the Habersham line of the 
Smith family lay claim, through their

The public announcements in all pe­ 
troleum industries are also to be In 
Spanish. 
This is proper enough, for. as the 
writer says, the official language of 
Mexico is Spanish. Hut the ridiculous 
feature of the whole affair is that 
the writer, while claiming that the 
Mexicans 
are 
an 
aboriginal 
race, 
whose origin is “ lost in the dust of 
the centuries." demands that "we re­ 
tain 
tim purity of 
the language 
of 
Cervantes." 
Tim Spanish language is no more 
the language of the aboriginal Mex­ 
icans than it is of the aboriginal F ili­ 
pinos, or of the head-hunting natives 
of the Caroline and Ladrone islands. 
It is the language of the conquerors 
of all of these peoples and why a r e ­ 
tain class of Mexicans should boast 
of 
"‘preserving 
the purity 
of 
the 
Spanish language, while their pride 
is 
that that 
they 
have no Spanish 
blood in their veins, is hard to under 
stand. 
For centuries 
tile 
hardy Scottish 
Highlanders battled for the right to 
preserve 
I heir national 
customs, 
dress and language. Tin* English who 
conquered a part of Scotland were 
unanimous 
in saying that 
the con­ 
quest 
would never 
he complete 
so 
long as the people were permitted to 
retain 
their 
customs, language 
nrul 
dress. 
So It 
was decreed 
that 
no 
Gaelic should he taught in tin* public 
..■Schools, and a fine was imposed upon 
Highlanders who wore the kilts. 
The Romans 
who 
conquered 
Ute 
barbarian 
tribes 
immediately 
set 
about their defeated enemies the wall 
of Homan customs, Homan language 
and 
Roman religion. 
So 
when 
tie* 
Spaniards conquered Mexico they im­ 
mediately overthrew the idols in the 
Aztec temples and turned the build­ 
ing!) into Christian churches. 
They 
refused to learn the Aztec language 
and commanded that all public busi­ 
ness must be conducted In Spanish.! 
This was the beginning of the use Of 
"the pure language of Cor*. - ntes" In 
Mexico. 
It was 
not 
necessarily 
a 
badge of shame, hut it was a distinc­ 
tive mark of submission to the con­ 
queror. 
For three hundred years the Span­ 
ish ruled Mexico with an iron hand. 
They 
left 
many 
customs 
to 
per­ 
petuate 
their 
memory, customs 
to 
which the aboriginal Mexicans were 
strangers when Cortez landed. 
And 
while In certain parts of Mexico to­ 
day 
various 
Indian 
languages 
are 
spoken. 
In 
no place is tho 
ancient 
Aztec tongue spoken in purity. 
While boasting of 
aboriginal 
de­ 
scent. the educated people of Mexico 
can hardly boast of the pure Mexican 
blood. 
The majority of those who 
are graduates of the higher institu­ 
tions of learning have Spanish blood, 
and they have a1! the customs which 
were brought from Spain, and which 
in part c a m e 
from 
northern Africa 
when the Moors overran the Iberian 
peninsula. 
The 
pure-blooded 
Filipino 
rarely 
speaks Spanish. 
His is the pride of 
the aboriginal in rejecting the lan­ 
guage, the customs and, in many in 
stances, the religion of las conqueror. 
When the United Stales 
troops

the Philippines, 
they 
found 
hundreds of 
good sized towns where 
only the priests and the "presidente 
municipal" could speak Spanish.

a handkerchief served as a gag.
